One of the first acts of the publisher of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 


was to plan to carry on the sube 


scription list without further charge, the names of those subscribers 
who enlisted or were called into the service of our country. It was 
little to offer, yet the response that came from some of these men 
due to this announcement was such as to make the publisher feel 
that the service was much appreciated and it has made the publisher 
happy to feel that he could do this much for these men. As a result 
of this act, there has come to our office from time to time, letters 
®and even “scraps of paper,” that 


give mute evidence of the appre- 
ciation of some of these soldiers 
and sailors who have been fortu- 
nate enough to have their paper 
follow them to the far corners of 
the earth. 

Only last week, there came 
from a Major in the Engineers, a 
piece of paper that screams its 
story of a world tour and it is 
hoped that the true uncensored 
details of this scrap of paper may 
be learned when the war is won. 

Being a Major doubtless proe 
vides many privileges and much 
recognition that a buck private 
can not expect to get and had this 
piece of paper covered a copy of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, ad- 
dressed to a plain private, it might 
never have had the adventure 
that is evident from its face. Yes, _ 
the piece of papr in question is” 
just a plain sheet of wrapper from 
the oopy of the Weekly that start. 
ed from Sidney with the stenciled 
address of a Major in the 38th 
Engineers, addressed to APO 
301, Fort Jackson, S. C. We omit 
the Major’s name for this gentle- 
man has much more to do than to 
answer mail from’ enthusiastic 
stamp and cover collectors. 

Starting from Sidney, sometime 
during the past summer, it found 
on arrival at Fort Jackson that 
the Major had suddenly been 
transferred to some other ad- 
dress, just where, we do not know, 
but the markings and the written 
note on the wrapper give visions 
of coral reefs in the Pacific. Per- 
haps then a trip to Australia, 
maybe up to the Suez, across 
Africa and back to America via, 
South Atlantic Air Mail. 

When the Major was not found 
at Fort Jackson, the paper was 
evidently turned over to that 
branch of the Army Mail Service 
which looks after forwarding and 
change of address. The APO num- 
ber gave them a key as to where 
the Major had gone and the mate 
ter of a forwarding address was 
thus quite simple. The paper was 
therefore rubber stamps, “Change 
of address due to Official Ordcr,” 
thus creating a Postal Marking 
that will be of Historic and Phil- 
atelic Interest for our coming 
Philatelic students, 

The wrapper also bears a cir- 
cular cancellation with four heavy 
killer bars. This cancellation 
reads, “U. S. Army Postal Ser- 
vice” around top of the circle and

This has also been noted 
by the Editor of this paper but 
if recollection is right, these can- 
cels with numbers are from points 
where it is public info-ination that 
large bodies of troops are station-

Gimbel’s Donate Grand 
Award Cup For Stampex; 
Handsome Label Issued 


John B. Foster, chairman of the 
STAMPEX committee . announced 
this week that owing to the re- 
sponse from collectors the com- 
mittee has decided to increase 
the number of available frames 
from 300 to 450. The show, being 
held October 22nd to 25th, for the 
benefit of the U. S. O., and the, 
Army and Navy Relief Societies 
under the auspices of the Essex 
Stamp club, gives collectors an 
opportunity to support the ser- 
vice organizations and demon- 
strate the patriotism of philate- 
lists generally. 

Service men will be admitted to 
the show free of charge. General 
admission has been fixed at 30c 
for adults, 10c for children—tax 
included. 

Mr. Foster announced that the 
Grand Award Cup has been do- 
nated to the Committee by Mr. 
Minkus, of Gimbel’s Stamp De- 
partment. The popular award cup 
will be presented by the Essex 
Stamp Club. Medals have been 
prepared for the entries in each 
of the show’s fourteen sections, 
and a special set of medals for 
entries by Stamp Clubs and So- 
cieties. 

The seal of the show, featuring 
“Robert Treat’’ the founder of 
Newark, New Jersey, and two 
Victory “V” designs similar to 
the “Win the War” stamp, in 
red, white and blue, will be re- 
leased this week. The seals are 
being prepared ‘by the Washington 
Stamp Exchange, publishers of 
“Artcraft Envelopes” and will be 
undoubtedly the finest yet pro- 
duced in connection with the 
STAMPEX shows. 

The Post Office Department has 
agreed to show a frame of stamps 
of the United States—thus show- 
ing the official approval of the 
Department of stamp shows in 
these times. 

The Committee also announced 
that they are extremely desirous 
of having entries of South and 
Central American countries, as 
this section is so far poorly rep- 
resented in the show and Com- 
mittee is especially desirous that 
the stamps of this hemisphere 
be well represented.

“Spent some time on a tiny is- 
land”, Can you vision a tiny is- 
land, perhaps Wake or Midway, 
where mail might have spent some 
time due to the fact that it could 
not be moved for lack of facilities 
or because of enemy interference. 
Surely little scraps of paper and 
little drops of ink can tell a story 
and this wrapper from a copy of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News tells 
a vivid one which we hope can be 
released uncensored, when the 
war is won.

EXPORTATION OF STAMPS BARRED BY CENSOR 

A little United Press news dispatch of October 3 states that the 
Office of Censorship has forbidden the exportation of postage stamps, 
used or unused or any other philatelic material after October 15, 
except to members of our armed forces. 

This item buried in the news columns of the newspapers of 
America will come as a shock to many collectors and dealers who 
have found foreign trading an ideal way to enlarge their collections 
and their stocks. The first news many will get of this new ruling 
may come to them when they try to make such a sending. 

It means a further curtailment of supplies for dealers and a cut- 
ting off of a source of much pleasure and profit for the wise col- 
lector. It means also that collectors who have been taking advantage 
of stamp bargains offered abroad as well as approvals from abroad 
will not have to confine their purchase to American’ sources for 
certainly no more approvals can come in, since they can not be re- 
turned to the senders from abroad. 

Such a ruling has been in effect in England for more than a 
year past and the administration of the ruling has been greatly help- 
ed by the leading societies and other stamp bodies of London. 

Fortunately, this ruling does not bar the sending of such*ma- 
terial to members of our armed forces abroad, 

What is behind this ruling is a question we are unable to an- 
swer. In England, we understand that the ruling was first made to 
prevent the exportation of valuable stamps and their conversion to 
cash for deposit in America. As arrangements are now made, stamps 
from England are shipped to New York for auction, but the funds 
are returned to England and leading Auction Dealers formerly lo- 
cated in England now handle these stamps in New York acting as 
agents of the British government, 

Certainly there can be no such thought behind this new ruling 
for where could there be a safer place for stamps or funds than here 
in America and who would therefore think of sending them out for 
such a purpose. 

This leaves but one object behind the ruling and that would 
seem to be a throtting of any trafife in stamps that might in some 
manner help the Axis powers also it is easy for any well informed 
philatelist to imagine that stamps properly mounted arfd arranged 
in approval books might be a means of sending secret messages from 
America, a means that would be in some cases quite a difficult code 
to solve and such means were used in World War One.

HOW DO YOU MOUNT YOUR COVERS 

Perhaps the most unsatisfactory thing about collecting covers 
fis the difficulty of finding a suitable method of mounting or pre- 
serving them for display and for reference. I have in the past made 
certain collections of covers and after becoming thoroughly discour- 
aged with all known methods of mounting and arranging the covers, 
did give up in disgust and dispose of the covers, Yet, there is noth- 
ing so fascinating as an old cover, especially some of the early 
ones which are buried under handstamp and machine cancellations 
and markings. What a fascination in studying the markings on some 
of the earlier covers and trying to vision the travels of the cover 
from its starting point to its desination. How fascinating are many 
of the current War covers, yet how unsatisfactory have been former 
methods of keeping such covers for ready reference and in an ar- 
rangement that will permit one to build and add to the collection, 
placing newly acquired covers in their proper niche or in proper 
sequence in the collection, 

One has several album pages of covers, then along comes another 
handsome cover that fits smack dab right in the middle of the 
group. How to put it there, how to arrange it where it belongs to 
properly keep the covers in their right order is a question that no 
bound album can solve without hours of work in changing and 
shifting covers from page to page and once that is started the task 
is never done. | 

It was because of these things that your editor has studied this 
subject of mounting covers and has finally adopted a new plan 
that appeals to him as being the best thought yet known in mount- 
ing and arranging a cover collection. Better still, the same new 
idea is applicable alike to stamps, labels, postmarks, meters, in 
fact to anything you have ever placed on an album page. Its some- 
thing different, something fairly economical and something highly 
practical. 

Shortly, I shall give a thorough explanation of this new mount- 
ing method. At present I am experimenting with everything I can 
lay hands on in mounting pages in this new way, just to get a 
thorough idea as to its adaptability. Thus far, I have been highly 
pleased with every result and J feel confident that once explained, 
collectors will quckly grasp the idea and that the plan will solve 
a probem for many collectors, 
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Abuse Of The Free 
Franking Privilege 
On Soldiers’ Letters 


The following by D. C. Bart- 
ley, well known cachet enthusiast 
is a sound opinion and worthy 
of widespread publicity, for which 
reason it is reprinted herein. 

As was to be expected, the petty 
politicians, congressmen, and 
postoffice officials are all “het 
up” about the abuses of the “free 
mail for soldiers’ law which was 
passed last March and became 
effective on April 1st. 

There is no excuse for flagrant 
abuses as have been cited in sev- 
eral articles which have appeared 
in magazines and the press, and 
the offenders should be severely 
dealt with as an example to others 
who try and make a racket out 
of every legitimate endeavor. 

It is stated that P. O. officials 
claim the bill was not sufficiently 
stringent and that it is difficult 
to control abuses with the regula- 
tions the P. O. was empowered to 
use. 

This whole business sounds like 
“horse feathers” to me, when you 
stop to realize of the tons of 
worthless junk that congress, the 
administration, and Postal Dept. 
has burdened the department with 
under the free frank. The few 
abuses of our armed forces seem 
like petty larceny compared to 
the robbery or looting of the 
Treasury Department. 

If our apprehensive officials are 
so worried about a few cacheted 
envelopes being used to carry a 
letter by a soldier or sailor to a 
collector of cachets, covers, or war 
markings, it would seem to me 
that they could well investigate 
some of the more serious leaks 
and abuses} of which there seems 
to be many and of much greater 
importance. 

Let’s stop this petty bickering, 
this is war, these men in our 
armed forces are giving every- 
thing they have, why squawk 
about a 3c fee on a cachet en- 
velope to a friend—shame. 


Reader's Digest Tells 
Story Of Santos Dumont 
Featured On Air Stamps 


The October Reader’s Digest 
carries a portion of an _ article 
that appeared in the September 
Air Facts entitled “Santos-Du- 
mont: The Father of Flight’. Al- 
berto Santos-Dumont, native of 
Brazil, was honored by the land 
of his birth by two stamps (AP2 
AP4) marking historic flights he 
made. On October 19, 1901, he 
won approximately $25,000 for 
making a flight from St. Cloud to 
the Eiffel Tower and back to St. 
Cloud, France, in a dirigible bal- 
loon in less than half an hour. 
On November 12, 1906, he made 
the first public and first Euro- 
pean flight in a heavier-than-air 
craft.

Collectors of Christmas Seals 
are looking forward to a rather 
lean winter as far as new for- 
eign seals are concerned. The 1941 
seals pretty near all got under 
the wire before the war restric- 
tions shut down on them, all ex- 
cept Denmark, and as far as can 
be learned no dealers received any 


stock from the Denmark society, 


ana about all that have been 
picked up were on letters sent 
from that Country. The seals 
from Finland came through on 
the last mail boat. 

It is very likely that Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, Finland, Por- 
tugal, Switzerland, will have seal 
issues, though very few, if any, 
will reach here until the war is 
won. Italy had seals up to 1940; 
Germany destroyed the French, 
Polish, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Roumanian, Yugoslavia, Greek, 
and probably some other smaller 
issues, The English seals will pro- 
bably come from Canada. Ger- 
many did not have an annual is- 
sue of the country and took care 
of that in the ‘‘winter relief’’ is- 
sues. 

Japan was prolific in the issue 
of the seals, but they were mostly 
propaganda and none for 1941 
reached this country. 

The American nations will be 
in the field as usual, United States, 
Canada, Brazil, Argentina, U. S. 
of Colombia, Cuba, Venezuela, 
and perhaps some of the other 
progressive countries south of this 
country, 


Many Local Seals 

It is expected that there will 
be a full crop of the local seals, 
those issued by various charitable, 
relief societies, hospitals, homes, 
etc., as there will be more call 
than ever this winter for that 
kind of charity. The three Luth- 
eran societies, Louisiana, Green 
Bay, Bethesda Sanatorium, Eud- 
owood, Superior Teachers, Rock 
county, Patna, Alepa, League of 
Friendly Service, Sweedish Home, 
Home for Aged, American Dental, 
and many other local seals will 
be avaijable, the first coming 
shortly after Christmas. Crippled 
Children, |§Eudowood, Chicago 
Heart are already out for 1942. 

Collect Patriotics 

The scarcity in the seal field 
has caused many collectors of the 
odd things to turn to Patriotic 
lables, and a big new field is be- 
ing developed. Several hundred 
varieties are now available, They 
were originally intended to be 
placed on all mail to boost the 
patriotic spirit of the country, but 
they are fast becoming a collectors 
item, when on covers, while others 
seek the new ones. Where they 
are put out as propaganda for 
some particular drive, or to boost 
some campaign, like the books 
for soldiers, keep them flying, buy 
bonds, get war stamps, and the 
many other legitimate war time 
movements they are fine, but 
there is a tendency on the part of 
some to issue them for strictly 
commercial purposes, to sell to col- 
lectors, those should be discour- 
aged.

The cover 
which was also cacheted commem- 
orated the open’ ~ of the Shand 
Dam on the Grand River, Ontario, 
Canada. The Postoffice department 
of Canada provided the opening 
with a special postmark which 
shows a cut of a river with the 
wording “Official Opening of 
Shand Dam, Wellington County.” 
The postmark was that of August 
7, 1942. This First Day cancella- 
tion was given a short notice by 
the postoffice department and I 
am sure that the cover was wel- 
comed by all POPULAR STAMPS 
readers. 





Postmarked at Independence, 
Calif., on July 4th, has come an 
Independence Day cachet from 
Norman Wicks. The cachet shows 
the eagle, two American flags, 
and coat-of-arms all in blue ink. 
Other cachets from Norman Wicks 
are from Mission San Juan Bau- 
tista, founded in 1797, and from 
Casa Grande Ruins. The first of 
these covers is postmarked from 
San Juan Bautista, Calif., on July 
21st, while the second is post- 
marked from Casa Grande, Ariz., 
on June 26th.

The 2c carmine rose—Edison’s 
First Lamp—was issued June 5, 
1929, flat plate, no wmk., and perf. 
11, with shades but no important 
minor varieties. 31,679,200 were 
printed from plates 19775, 19776, 
19777 and 19778. 

So great was the demand in par- 
ticular from manufacturers for the 
stamp that on June 11th it ap- 
peared both from the rotary press 
and in coils. There are no impor- 
tant minor varieties of either. 

Of the rotary press stamp, perf. 
11x10%, there were 210,120,000 is- 
sued from plates 19779, 19780, 
19796, 19797, 19806, 19807, 19808 
and 19809. 

Of the coils 133,530,000 were is- 
sued,, perf. 10 vertically, from 
plates 19781, 19782, 19794, 19795, 
19802, 19803 and 19804, but for 
some unexplained reason none 
have been identified from plates 
19802 and 19803. 

First day covers of the flat plate 
stamps are from the home town 
of Mr. Edison, Menlo Park, N. J., 
June 5, 1929, and both the ro-
